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lowa Women’s Hall of Fame Ceremony Held

Four remarkable women were recognized for their significant contributions by being inducted into the lowaWomen'sHall of
Fame on Saturday, August 24 at the State Historical Building in Des Moines. The event was held in conjunction with Women's
Equality Day, August 26, which commemorates the day in 1920 when American women won the right to vote.

ThelowaWomen'sHall of Fameis sponsored by the lowa Commission on the Status of Women (1CSW). Governor Thomas
J. Vilsack and Lieutenant Governor Sally J. Pederson presented awardsto Bonnie Campbell, Alice Yost Jordan, and Shirley

Ruedy. A posthumous award acknowledged Sue Ellen Follon.

Also at the ceremony, the ICSW presented Reverend Carlos Jayne with the Cristine Wilson Medal for Equality and Justice.
Thismedal isawarded periodically to an lowan whose life exemplifiesthework of Cristine Wilson, who wasthefirst chair of the
|CSW and who spent her life working toward equality and justice.

Bonnie Campbell

Bonnie Campbell of Washington,
D.C. is a staunch supporter of
women's freedom from violence.
BorninNorwich,NewY orkin1943,
Campbell grew upinamodest family
of dairy farmers and was the first
person in her family to graduate
fromhighschool. Whilelisteningto
acampaign speech at the age of 16, .
shewasinspiredto publicservice. After high school graduation,
she moved to Washington, D.C. to work for the Department of
Housing and Urban Development and later, for three U.S.
Senators. After moving to lowa and a stint with U.S. Senator
Culver, she became a full-time student at Drake University,
earningabachel or’ sdegreein 1982 and alaw degreein 1984. She
chaired the lowa Democratic Party for two years, the first
woman to do so. Elected in 1990, she became lowa's first
womanAttorney General andwhileinofficeauthored oneof the
nation's first anti-stalking laws. She ran unsuccessfully for
governorin1994.1n1995, President Clinton appointed Campbel |
asthefirst director of the Violence Against Women Office, an
agency of the U.S. Department of Justice. In that position,
Campbell had the opportunity totravel throughout the country
and to other nations. After her service asamember of the U.S.
DelegationtotheUnited Nations' Fourth\World Conferenceon
Women heldin Beijing, she becamealeading spokespersonon
international human rights. Named in Time magazine as one of
the 25 most influential peoplein Americain 1997, Campbell
continues her work in private practice.

Sue Ellen Follon

Volganative Sue Ellen Follonwas a
visionary leader and advocate for
women. The Des Moines Register
described herimpactinthisway:“Y ou
may never have heard her name, but
there’ sagood chanceshehastouched
your life.” From 1976 through 1984,
Follon wasthe Executive Director of
thelowaCommissiononthe Statusof o
Women. Sheworked to expandthe Commission’ sinfluenceand
scope by revising rape and sexual abuse laws; holding public
hearings on domestic abuse, displaced homemakers, and the
feminization of poverty; sponsoringaconferenceand brochure
on Title IX; and leading lowa to become the first state in the
nation to take legidative action to address inequities in many
facetsof life. Follon then went onto becomethefirst womanto
serveasVicePresident at the University of Northernlowa. As
the Vice President of Educational and Student Services, she
supervised ninedepartmentsto hel pensurethequality of student
life. Thehallmarksof her |eadershipwerestudent-centeredness
and leadership devel opment. Shewasactivein her community,
working with civic groups, businesses, and local government.
Shemadeover 150 presentationsfromthel ocal totheinternational
level on the subjects of women's equality, leadership, higher
education, and mentorsfor womenand minorities. Follonearned
a doctorate in higher education administration from Drake
University in 1983. Bornin 1942, Follon died on November 4,
1998, theday after voters passed theequal rightsamendment to
thelowaConstitution.




Alice Yost Jordan
Internationally known, Alice Yost
Jordanisoneof themost distinguished
and published American composers.
Sheisbest known for her choral and
organ works numbering over 200,
whichhavesoldover 250,000 copies.
A recital song, Take Joy Home (text:
Jean Ingelow) commissioned by
Sherrill Milnes, of MetropolitanOpera -
fame, and Jon Spong, piani <, receivedworl d-wideexposureon
concert tours, was performed at the White House for a State
Dinner in 1983 and is recorded on compact disc. Her
arrangement of America The Beautiful, commissioned by the
lowaHigh School Music Associationfor theAll-State Chorus
and Orchestra, openstheAll-State Festival Concertbiennially.
Other works commissioned by churches, universities and
organizations across the United States total 40. Born in
Davenport December 31, 1916, but alife-long resident of Des
Moines, she graduated from Drake University, where she
studied composition at the undergraduate and graduate levels
withthelateDr. FrancisJ. Pyle. GrandView Collegeconferred
the Honorary Degree: Doctor of Letters in 1986. With her
husband, the late Dr. Frank B. Jordan, former dean of the
College of Fine Arts at Drake, she has been active in the
cultural and educational life of Des Moines.

Shirley Ruedy

Shirley Ruedy of Cedar Rapidsisa
nationally recognized cancer
journalist and survivor. Twice
diagnosed with breast cancer, Ruedy
conceived a biweekly *“Cancer
Update” column that The Gazette
began publishing in 1991. By
intertwining her original writings,
guest columnsby cancer experts, and
readers questions, her columnisdevoted exclusively to cancer.
It frequently addresses issues specific to women, including
breast and uterine cancer, mammography, tamoxifen, and
hormone replacement therapy. “ Cancer Update,” perhapsthe
only such columninthe United States, is carried in the Patient
Education Center at the Mayo Clinic Women's Cancer
Program. Each October, in recognition of Breast Cancer
Awareness Month, Ruedy runs a column she co-wrote with a
surgeon about thelife journey of abreast cancer cell. She not
only reaches her audience through her column, but also as a
speaker. Serving asarole model and positive advocatefor all
those who have been diagnosed with cancer, Ruedy saysthat
“for womento beinfull and equal participation in our society,
they must first bedive.” Shewasbornin Anamosaon January
14,1936.

Cristine Wilson Medal Recipient
Reverend Carlos Jayne
Reverend Carlos Jayne personifies
equality and justice. He is currently
a lobbyist for social justice issues,
having retired as a“ second career”
United M ethodist pastor and serving
as Legislative Advocate for the
church for almost 20 years. His
advocacy includes issues affecting
people who are homeless, in prison,
experiencing discrimination, or trying to get off welfare. Heis
active in opposing gambling expansion, preserving the
environment and the family farm, opposing reinstatement of
the death penalty, advocating worker rights, immigrant rights
and economicjusticefor all, moving thecriminal justice system
toward restorative justice policies, supporting women's
reproductiverights, establishing civil rightsfor gay and leshian
persons, and the prevention of gun violence. Jayne has been
the coordinator for lowa Human Needs Advocates, served
on the Martin Luther King, Jr. Scholarship Committeefor 15
years; isfounder of Friendsof Prisonersat Mitchellville, now
known as Friends of |owa\Women Prisoners; and is co-founder
of the Justice Reform Consortium. He is past president of
Citizensfor Gambling Free Government, DesMoines Codlition
for the Homeless and the Des Moines Area Hunger Hike.
He served on both the Waterloo and Des Moines Human
Rights Commissions. Jaynetraveled to Nicaraguain 1984 with
Witness for Peace and to the West Bank and Gaza Strip in
1988 and 1989 with Eyewitness Isragl. In 1993, Jayne was
awarded an Amnesty International Recognition for human
rightswork (Local Group 277).

lowans in Transition Grants Awarded

Fiscal Year 2002

During thelast fiscal year, 1,638 lowansin Transition were served statewide by
programsincluding the DesMoines Area Community College onthe Boone, Carroll
and Des M oines urban campuses, Northeast |owa Community College onthe Calmar
and Dubugue campuses, Southwestern Community College in Creston, Eastern
lowa Community College District in Davenport, lowa Lakes Community College
in Estherville, and Women Aware, Inc. in Sioux City.

Of the 1,638 served, 111 were male while 1,572 were female offenders, single
parents, or displaced homemakers, and 43% were receiving welfare at the time of
intake. Ages of participants ranged from 124 under age 19 to seven age 65 or
more, with 914 between 20 and 34, 522 between 35 to 54, and 71 from 55 to age
64. While 16 were of unknown race, there were 168 African-American, 79 Latina,
59 American Indian, and 9 Asian or Pacific Ilander, with the mgjority at 1,307
white.

The program funding is to be used with an emphasis on helping participants
achieve economic self-sufficiency through education, training, and job placement
in conjunction with other agencies. Last year'sreportsindicated that 914 attended
aworkshop or seminar, 1,445 received an assessment and counseling, 641 needed
support services of child care or transportation assistance, 156 achieved ABE,
GED, or ESL training, 398 had academic upgrading, 1,052 trained for a degree,
while 180 found part-time work and 262 were hired for full-time work.

Fiscal Year 2003

Selection committee members reviewed 13 proposals to ultimately recommend
funding to 5 proposals. $22,500 to Boone and Carroll, $18,500 to Calmar and
Dubuque, $17,000 to DesMoines, $25,000 to Estherville, and $23,000 to Sioux City.
The total of $106,000 reflects the 39% decrease in state appropriation for grants
from FY02. The committee comprised Angie Jameson, Lori McCormick, Joan
Moall, and Jule Reynolds, with Vicki Brown, ICSW commissioner, and Charlotte
Nelson, administrator.

Scholarships Announced for Female Prisoners

Friendsof |owaWomen Prisoners (FIWP) announced scholarshipsto 18 women
enabling each to take at least one 3 or 4 hour course during the fall semester.

ThelowaCorrectiona I nstitutionfor Women (ICIW) inMitchellvillewill assist by
paying the costs associated with televised instruction from Kirkwood Community
College via the lowa Communications Network. The state appropriation for
educational purposesintheprison systemsthroughout |owadropped thisfiscal year
from$3millionto$100,000, not even enoughto cover costsassociated withthehigh
school equivalency.
